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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire 
warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 
A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or 
it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the District 
Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of Resources and 
Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of 
the Forest Fire Warden's job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% 
of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey 
the Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help 
from the public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards 
of playing with matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match 
held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

SCHOOL NURSE REPORT - 1973 


The school health program was carried out as usual. Physical 
screenings were done on all pupils by Wayne Kenison, Medex, under the 
supervision of Dr. McGregor. Notices of any defects found were sent 
to parents. 


Heights, weights, audio and visual screenings were done on all 
pupils by the school nurse and notices of any problems found were 
sent home. 


Children in the second grade were given a dental examination by 
Dr. Clark, under the Dental Clinic. The State dental hygienist visited 
the school in the fall and gave an interesting talk on the importance of 
good dental hygiene. The Crest program was used in the third grade. 


The vitamin program was started in November. Each child received 
one capsule daily, with parents consent, during the winter months. The 
preschool vision and hearing clinic was held at this time. 


Immunization clinics were held as a result of the measles epidemic 
in the State. All pupil immunizations were brought up to date. 
Tuberculosis tests were administered to all school personnel with the 
assistance of the State Department of Health. Several children were seen 
at the State sponsored clinics such as sight conservation, cardiac, and 
crippled children. 


Last summer I attended a workshop for school nurses at the 
University of New Hampshire and a three day conference on drugs held 
in Pembroke. Both of these programs were very worthwhile.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Education and the Citizens of the Landaff School 
VES a ag Woy ob 


As Acting Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure that I 
submit to you my annual report. 


During the past year (1972-73), there were 25 pupils enrolled at 
the Blue School in Landaff. The average daily membership was 21.8. 
There were six pupils attending the Lisbon Elementary grades, eight 
pupils attending the Junior High and fifteen attending the Senior High. 


This school year (1973-74), there are eighteen pupils attending 
the Blue School. There are four pupils attending the Lisbon Elementary 
grades, seven pupils attending the Junior High grades, and twelve at 
the Senior High. 


For the past three years, your Board of Education has consistently 
worked toward meeting minimum standards as set by the State Department 
of Education. The Board is successfully meeting these standards through 
a continuous program of shared services. In sharing staff with neigh- 
boring schools, your children at the Blue School now have a weekly 
speech therapist, a teacher consultant for children with learning dis- 
abilities, and the continuation of the music program initiated last year. 


Added to the above mentioned staff, your Board of Education further 
met minimum standards by employing the services of Mrs. Judith Boulet as 
the art teacher. This program has been highly successful and may I sug- 
gest you visit one of the art classes. 


Mrs. Anita Cate, an extremely conscientious aide resigned and the 
school was most fortunate in obtaining the services of Mrs. Joy McCarthy. 
Your Board of Education has spent many hours in searching for a teacher 
who they felt could best meet the needs of students at the Blue School, 
the writing of school policies, discussingthe programs and curriculum 
of the Blue School, and in improving the physical plant. 


This past school year has witnessed some very significant changes 
in the administrative structure of the Supervisory Union. With the 
resignation of William Grass, Jr. as Superintendent of Schools, our dis- 
tricts suffered the loss of a most dedicated and innovative educator. 
Mr. Grass was instrumental in bringing about vast district reorganization 
as well as initiating the movement for centralized supportive services to 
students and staff. Subsequently, this required a reorganization of 
function to take advantage of the strengths of not only those at the Cen- 
tral Office but the local building principals as well. In an effort to have 
the expertise of all union administrators available to all districts, a 
management team concept was theorized and practiced. The objective being 
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that one person cannot and should not be able to be all things to all 
people but more importantly would be able to manage, direct, and lead 
those that work in concert with him. In an effort to bring about a 
more palatable cost figure, the Union has made considerable effort to 
hold the line on expenses. Hopefully, enabling the local district the 
flexibility to expand their own budgets for program services or staff 
that will immediately serve the students' needs. 


The State Board of Education established specific goals for New 
Hampshire public schools this past year. The goals are as follows: 


(1) improved programs in early childhood education with emphasis 
upon developing competencies in the areas of reading and 
mathematics 


(2) improved and increased offerings in vocational education and 
career education 


(3) improved and increased programs for handicapped children and 
adults 


Not only in response to the goals as directed by the State Board but 

also as a result of our own awareness of the need to instruct young 
people in the fundamental skills of learning, the Central Office has 
directed a union-wide curriculum project. This project is designed to 
explore and identify the basic skills needed for survival by students 

in competition with the real world. Those areas that are being developed 
are Communication skills, Social Science concepts, Science concepts, and 
Career Education concepts. The project should culminate during the sum- 
mer months of 1974 in order that the results may be implemented during 
the fall of 1974. 


Other efforts have been expanded to create a more comprehensive 
special education program with additional staff in the areas of learning 
disabilities and remedial reading. The addition of a speech therapist 
has afforded the Union the opportunity to provide needed speech remedi- 
ation in all districts on a shared service. 


I wish to thank the members of the Board of Education for their 
efforts in the improvement of the education of your school district. We 


would also wish to express to Mary Anne Kirby our gratitude for her work 
in behalf of the students of the district.
